A Memorial on des subject of Marine Hospitals. 


"To the: ‘Senate and House of Rep esentatives of the United States of America, in 
| l palmas assembled: 


"Your memorialists represent, fi one-third of the present population, and more 
than half of the organized territory of the United States, depend upon the nav- 
„igation of the Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio rivers and the northern lakes, and their 
tog y waters, for the exportatio of the products and manufactures of thé val- 
lies of the Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio ind lakes. The navigation, reaching into the. 
interior of the union for the public supplies that feed the general commerce and 
replent the treasury of the United States, ought to be viewed and protècted as 
_assential parts of our whole commercial nayigation. The unhealthiness and acci- : 
dents df this interior navigation, e especially the Mississippi and. Missouri, and their 
tributary streams, occasion a greater loss of human life, than is caused -by that 
portion of our national commerce prosecuted upon the occean. The number of 
mariné hospitals, actually existing on the Mississippi, Missouri, ‘Ohio, and their 
tributary streams, and ‘the nor thern lakés is so small, their endowments and 
resourdes so limited, and they are so sparsely scattered, that their existence rather. 
reminds of the necessity of a system based on a more enla~ged and liberal principle 
than supplies the growing wants ‘ofthe increasing commerce of those regions. 
They suggest for the consideration of congress, that the contemplated system of 
hospitals in the interior, ought to constitute a seperate system, complete within - 
itself, unconnected with the gene ril system of the United States marine hospitals. , 
The regular troops of the United States, and the militia, when called into service. 

. upon those waters, would be eqüally benefited and preserved by the establishment, 
of hospitals at proper poir,ts along them, with the commercal community; and. 
anieng the incidental advantages, such hospitals might become the best practical - 
primary schools for learning the, nature and treatment of the diseases of the 
western countries. The local governments of the States and Territories, being 
deprived by our constitution and laws of the principal and productive sources of 
revenu have not the means of establishing such hospitals upon a scále commen- - 

surate ith the occasion; nor would they, each acting for its separate part, be likely 


to agree upon the points most proper for such establishments, with a view to the 
whole.| They, therefore, suggest the propriety of appointing a suitable commission, 
to sele t the proper points along pee rivers and.lakes, for the establishment of | 
such he spitals, and pray congress to cause a suitable number. of them to be erected, -

The general assembly cf the state of Missouri respectfully represent, that there 
is at present a trade by land, between the state of Missouri and the republic of 
Mexico, estimated at upw rards of half a million of dollars annually. ‘The traders 
from Misseuri labor under great disadvantages in this inland trade, owing to the 
fact that a great portion of their goods are of foreign fabric, on which duties are 
paid in the Atlantic cities, on their importation, under our tariff laws, and duties 
are again paid on their intreduction into the Mexican dominions, under the tariff 


„ laws of that republic. 
Under the existing laws of the United States no draw-back is allowed om the' 


re-exportation of those goods from Missouri to Mexico, while goods re-exported: 
from the Atlantic cities to the ports o! Mexico, to be employed in the like trade, 
are subject to the benefit of draw-backs, in favor of the re-exporters. 

Owing to this unequal operation of the laws, the Missouri traders pay about 
twenty-five per cent. more for their goods than ' those from the Atlantic cities, and 
the former cannot fairly compete with the latter, under these disadvantages, but 
represént their trade as languishing under the, unequal operation of the DuEent 
laws. | 
If placed on an equality i in this respect, our trade to Mexico ls i of gréat 

extension. 

The general assembly suggests the stabbed et of a port of entry at the town’ 
of Independence, in Jackson county, in this state, and the allowance of draw-back: 
on the re-exportation of the goods employed in that trade so as to place the re-ex- 
porters on an equality with those from the Atlantic cities, under such regulations 
as io prevent frauds in obtaining the draw-back. 

The general assembly also represents, that the public convenience would be 
much promoted by the establishment of a new land office at the town of Liberty, 
in Clay county, for a new district, to be Wounded as follows: by the Grand river 
of the Missouri, and the line between ranges twenty-one and twenty-two west, on 
the east; by the northern boundary of the state on the north; thence west to the 
Missouri river; and to include all the territory asked of congress to be added to 
the state: and by surveying and bringing into market all the lands within those 

- limits not heréiofore surveyed and offered for sale.. All which your memorialists 
| respectfully ask congr ess to provide for by law, l

> To the EC and Hoise of Representatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress assembled: = 


Your memorialists, the general assembly of the state of Missouri, would respect: 
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‘fully present for your consideration the propriety of further extending the laws 
relative to pre-emption rights, so as to include all persons who have or may settle 
on any junappropriated lands- belo ging to the United States. Such is the con- 
dition of the new states, having iis lands lying within their limits, that we 
deem such an extension not only roper, but just and necessary to the harmony 
and prosperity of their citizens. | | 

It is well known that these statés receive annually a large emigration; and the 
surveyed lands bearing but a small, proportion to those which are unsurveyed, and 
— the best of those which have been in market having been selected, it necessarily 
. happens that emigrants must and w ill settle upon such as are good and valuable, 
whether they have been surveyed or not. l 

This/is a result unavoidable from: the circumstances mentioned, and it would be 
‘anreasonable, under such a state of things, to expect any other consequence. 
Besides, a vast number of our citizens have settled on the public lands, under the 
. belief that so soon as the lands should be brought into market, they would be enti- 
tled toja pre-emption. right—and have, consequently, gone on to make fine and 
"valuable improvements on the lands upon which they have settled. 

Believing as we do, that it coraports with the spirit of our government, and its 
institutions, that such measures in relation to the public lands should be adopted, as 
will be calculated to' afford to the nese of the country, upon éasy and generous 
terms, the means ef getting houses for themselves and families, and it was never 
contemplated, that these lands should be made à matter of speculation by the 
government, we earnestly recommendi, that the generosity which hag hithetto 
been shown to such as have settled on lands that have been in market, will be- 
extended to all those who have, or: hereafter may settle upon such lands as are 
' amappropriated, of whatever character they may be. 

Andjas the best of those lands which have beeri in market have been selected, 
and none but such as are of an inferio quality remain unsold, it is réspectfully 
recommended that the price of the: ‘latter description be graduated to its corres- 
ponding value. If such were the: case, thy" would soon be in the hands of indus. 
trious Citizens, and brought into a state oi cultivation, and the state receive the 
benelit| of taxes, which would arise from their being in the possession of private 
andividuals. | : 

We therefore respectfully pray for the passag e of a law, giving tò actual settlers, 
on all ùnappropriated lands, a pre-emption right to one quarter-section of land to 
“every person who has or may hereafter settle om said lands, to extend until the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty; and also there are many poor but 
meritorious citizens, who have settled on these lamds, we would further pray that 
-they be allowed the indulgence of five years, from and after the time of settling on 
said lands, the right to enter the; same, in. quantities not exceeding one quarter- 
section each, upon the condition that if, in that time, such persons should not enter 
the same, that the lands so settléd upon, : together with the improvements which 
they may have made on the same, shall bé liable to entry as other public lands.

Your memorialists, the legislature of the state of Missouri, again respectfully 
call your attention to the laying out and opening. as speedily as possible, the Cum- 
berland road, to the city of J etforson, by the way of the city of Saint Louis, and 
thence to Fort Leavenworth, an important militar y post, situate on our western 
, border. Your memorialists deem it unnecessary t enter upon a lengthy detail of 
the reasons, upon which this memorial is based, further than to represent that a 
considerable portion of land remains unsold, through which it is presumed the road 
will pass, the value of which will thereby be much enhanced, and which would, in 
some degree, remunerate the general government for the expenditures: our staté 
is in Its infancy, but sparsely populated,:and utterly incapable of making a road; 


comménsurate with.the important ends sought to be attained thereby. It has . 


been /the policy of the general government to locate on our western and north- 
western frontier, a restless people, whose well known propensity for war is often 


incorrigible; (a policy we would not wish to be understood as disapp' oving,) but 


would appeal, with an abiding spirit of confidence in the justice, the wisdom and 


" magnanimity of your honorable body, towards an intant state, to aiiord such facil- 
' ities as are necessary to ensure speedy relief to its inhabitants, should their interest 
, require it. During the winter season the Missouri river is not susceptible of navi 
' gation, at which time, should the transpor tation of troops and munitions of war 
| become necessary, to Fort Leavenworth, for the relief of our frontier inhabitants,
